SHUT THREAT 
TO JOB CLUB 


A VALUABLE resource for jobseek¬ 
ers in Banbury may be forced to 
close its doors despite a history of 
success stories. 

Management team members at the 
Going for Gold job club, based at The 
Mill Arts Centre, have set up an online 
crowdfunding page. 

The club must find £7,500 in funding 
before the end of June - or close for 
nine months. 

For the past three years funding has 
come from Oxfordshire County Council 
but now that contract has ended. 

Managing director Michelle Howie, 
43, said: “We got together with the Euro¬ 
pean Social Fund for funding. 

“We expected that to pick up in July. 
It got delayed and now the money won’t 
change hands until next April. It’s left 
us with this gap of nine months.” 

Going for Gold was established three 
years ago and has helped hundreds of 
unemployed people in Banbury im¬ 
prove their prospects and get back to 
work. 

It holds weekly Thursday drop-in 
sessions from 10am to 3pm and offers 
visitors advice on everything from CV 
writing to filling out applications to in¬ 
terview coaching. 

If it closes, there will only be one job

club in Banbury, that run by Cherwell 
District Council in the Town Hall. 

But many visitors come to the Going 
for Gold job club and find pressing is¬ 
sues resolved. 

Mrs Howie said: “People sometimes 
just need someone to sit down with 
them and listen. 

“We have people coming in saying ‘I 
haven’t eaten for a couple of days’. 

“We refer them to the Citizens Advice 
Bureau or places they can get food bank 
vouchers, but I have given money out 
of my own pocket - it’s heartbreaking. 

“Another gentleman came in who 
couldn’t speak any English. He just 
said ‘job’. 

“We booked him in for an English 
language session with a volunteer 
every week.” 

The county council has now found 
£7,500 in funds for the group, but it 
will only reach them if they can pro¬ 
vide matched funding 

Mrs Howie added: “I came across 
crowdfunding on the internet and I 
thought, let’s give it a go. But it’s not 
looking good.”

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A BLIND war veteran from Ban¬ 
bury has celebrated one centenary 
with an organisation which cares 
for him as he looks forward to cel¬ 
ebrating his own. 

George Haigh, 99, went to a garden 
party at Buckingham Palace last Thurs¬ 
day at the invitation of Blind Veterans 
UK, which was marking the centenary 
of the organisation’s creation. 

And he will be turning 100 on Monday, 
June 29. 

Mr Haigh served in the Royal Air 
Force as a physical training instructor, 
stationed at both RAF Morecambe and 
Wilmslow, where he got new recruits 
and parachutists into shape for com¬ 
bat. 

Before joining the RAF, during the 
first full year of the Second World War 
in 1940, he was a professional footballer 
for Stockport County. 

After his post-war discharge from the 
RAF, with the rank of sergeant in 1946, 
he returned to civilian life to manage 
football teams. 

Mr Haigh lost his sight due to age-re¬ 
lated macular degeneration, a painless 
eye condition that leads to the gradual 
loss of central vision. 

He said: “It seemed like I lost my sight 
quite quickly, which had a big impact. 

“Suddenly, I couldn’t read anything.” 

Since then, he has received equip¬ 
ment from Blind Veterans UK, to help 
him to continue to live independently 

Among the items he has been given 
by the charity are a talking clock and 
magnifying aids. 

He said: “It’s the smallest changes 
which have been the most helpful; even 
something like sunglasses, so I can en¬ 
joy going outside again.” 

The national support charity had in¬ 
vited more than 1,000 of the ex-service¬ 
men it has helped to the garden party. 

Mr Haigh said: “When I got the invita¬ 
tion, I was over the moon. 

“It’s a wonderful thing. I couldn’t have 
ever imagined it happening to me.” 

Blind Veterans UK was founded in 
1915 with the initial purpose to help 
and support soldiers who had been 
blinded during the First World War. 

Down the decades, the organisation

EVEN before her latest tri¬ 
umph, those who know Julie 
Hieatt well could rightly con¬ 
sider her the Queen of Hearts. 

Now Miss Hieatt, 46, from Ban¬ 
bury, has received the Fundraising 
Volunteer of the Year award from 
the British Heart Foundation in 
recognition of her efforts for the 
charity 

From a young age, heart health 
has been a focal point in Miss Hie- 
att’s life. 

At the age of seven, she and sis¬ 
ter Mandi, then 10, both under¬ 
went operations at the old Rad- 
cliffe Infirmary for holes in the 
heart. 

She said: “It was actually quite 
fun. As a child, I knew I wanted to 
work at the Radcliffe Infirmary.” 

Her determination to work for 
the NHS saw her spend six years 
working in plastic surgery at the 
John Radcliffe’s West Wing, and 
then a stint at the Horton General 
Hospital, Banbury as ward clerk. 

But ill health took hold again 


and she has had five more opera¬ 
tions in the past few years, includ¬ 
ing on an aortal fibrillation, which 
causes the heart to beat too fast. 

She also had a pacemaker fit¬ 
ted in 2013 after a series of dizzy 
spells, when doctors told her her 
heart was stopping every four sec¬ 
onds. 

She said: “I knew my heart was 
being ‘funny’. Doctors just said 
it’s something I’m always going to 
have.” 

Despite giving up work, Miss 
Hieatt has devoted herself to fund¬ 
raising for the British Heart Foun¬ 
dation over the past six years. 

Now the BHF have honoured her 
for her work helping the charity 
to raise money for lifesaving re¬ 
search, naming her area Volun¬ 
teer of the Year in Oxfordshire 
and Gloucestershire. 

She said: “I am delighted to have 
been given such a special award as 
there are so many worthy volun¬ 
teers who give their time to BHF. 

“I am a relative newcomer to fun¬ 
draising and feel inspired by other 
fundraisers in the area. 

“The BHF are so supporting, and 
there are so many ways you can 
get involved. I’m the new chair¬ 
woman of the fundraising com¬ 
mittee in Banbury, and I want to 
do more than just standing in the 
street. We are desperate for people 
to help.”

At least 2,000 new donors are needed around the county NHS tells us during National Donors Week

PEOPLE across Oxfordshire 
are being urged to “give the 
gift of life” during National 
Blood Week. 

This week the Banbury Cake is 
calling on readers to make a dif¬ 
ference to those most in need, by 
donating blood at centre’s across 
the county. 

According to NHS Blood and 
Transplants, at least 2,000 new do¬ 
nors are needed to meet quotas in 
the county. 

We are also calling on dormant 
donors to return to centres and 
possibly save lives by donating 
regularly. 

In Oxfordshire more than 15,000 
donors gave blood at least once last 
year, but red blood donations have 
to be used within 35 days. 

The call for new donors in the 
county is more important than 
ever as last year there were 40 per 
cent fewer blood donors compared 
to 2004 and 2005. 

Now NHS Blood and Transplant, 
which operates all donation cen¬ 
tre’s in the UK, is looking for 
204,000 new donors, and at least 
2,000 in the county. 

Regular blood donor Andy Moore 
said: “There’s really no excuse for 
it, it’s only a couple of hours and 
it’s incredibly important.” 

Donating could not be easier as 
in March a state-of-the-art dona¬ 
tion centre was re-opened at the 
John Radcliffe Hospital. 

Oxford University Hospitals 
NHS Trust, which operates the 
John Radcliffe and Churchill 
Hospitals and the Nuffield Ortho¬ 
paedic Centre in Headington and 
Banbury’s Horton General, uses 
an average of 26,500 pints of red 
blood every year and 3,900 units of 
platelets. 

A lot of the blood used at the 
John Radcliffe Hospital is donated

BLOOD donations given 
from people in Oxford are 
sent away to a centre and 
distributed country-wide. 

But often, red blood and 
platelet donations will 
return to the blood banks at 
hospitals in the county 
Anya Muir Wood was 
helped by donations. 

In 2010, she was looking 
forward to a gap year after 
being accepted to 
Cambridge University to 
study geography, but was 
diagnosed with a cancerous 
tumour on her foot. 

Keen photographer Miss 
Muir Wood, now 23, said: “I 
had to have surgery 
followed by nine rounds of 
chemotherapy and six 
rounds of radiotherapy.” 


The Abingdon resident 
added: “The chemotherapy 
affects your blood, I felt 
exhausted and just wasn’t 
able to do anything.” 

Miss Muir Wood became 
anaemic and had blood 
transfusions and a platelet 
transfusion to aid recovery 

Miss Muir Wood, who 
graduated from Downing 
College last year with a 2.1 
said: “It was an incredible 
feeling being able to walk 
out after [the blood 
transfusion]. The blood 
transfusion meant that I 
could go to university on 
time.” 

The Oxford documentary 
company researcher now 
campaigns on behalf of 
NHS Blood and Transplant. 


by people at the Oxford Donor 
Centre, run by the National 
Blood Service. 

The centre has 3,700 red blood 
donors registered, and has an 
average of 40 people donating 
red blood a day 

Manager of the centre Gayle 
Franklin said: “In recent years 
we’ve seen a reduction in the 
amount of blood needed by 
hospitals due to the advances 
in surgery, but our donor base 
has reduced. 

“It’s hugely important for 
more people to come forward 
and donate. 

“We need to ensure that the 


blood is there for hospitals in 
Oxfordshire and around the 
country” 

Sarah Deegan has been giv¬ 
ing blood for nearly 30 years. 

The 48-year-old sexual health 
doctor visits the centre every 
12 or 16 weeks. The mother-of- 
four said: “I’ve done it since I 
was 18 and a medical student. 

“I didn’t really even think 
about it. If it’s there to donate, 
then it’s the right thing to do.” 

As well as accepting red 
blood donations, the centre is 
one of a few in the country that 
accepts platelet donations used 
to treat cancer patients.

New MP reveals 
first foray into 
Commons role 


Learning the ropes quickly during first two weeks of representing constituency

NEWLY elected Banbury MP 
Victoria Prentis has spoken 
about her first two weeks 
representing the constitu¬ 
ency in the House of Com¬ 
mons. 

Ms Prentis, who grew up on 
her family’s farm in Aynho and 
until recently worked as head of 
the Government’s Justice and 
Security team, was formally 
sworn in as an MP on Wednes¬ 
day, May 20. 

The mother of two succeeded 
Sir Tony Baldry, who served as 
Banbury MP for 32 years. 

Ms Prentis, who has been a 
friend of Sir Tony since she 
was a child, swept to victory in 
Banbury on May 7, taking 53 per 
cent of the votes. 

She said of her election victo¬ 
ry: “I’m so proud of our results. 
We increased the Conservative 
majority and successfully de¬ 
fended all of our council seats.

“We came very close in some 
wards, building strong founda¬ 
tions to work from in the fu¬ 
ture.” 

Ms Prentis had to report to 


the House of Commons on Mon¬ 
day, May 11, so there was little 
chance to get over what had been 
a gruelling election campaign. 

She said: “I had to be in West¬ 
minster at 8.30am, so I caught 
my usual train from Bicester 
North. 

“Thankfully, Parliamentary 
staff were very patient with us, 
as we received passes and pass¬ 
words in abundance. 

“Induction sessions were run 
by the House, but more useful 
were those run by the Conserva¬ 
tive Party. These were dominat¬ 
ed by the whips, who like to por¬ 
tray a caring and helpful image 
these days.” 

Ms Prentis found she had no 
desk and no phone in the first 
days in the job so had to adapt 
quickly to deal with an influx of 
enquiries. 

She said: “The first couple of 
weeks are difficult in that of¬ 
fices and computers are not in 
place to deal with the enormous 
postbag, so meetings took place 
in a bench in Central Lobby or 
a cafe.”

LONDON ROAD (15, 92 mins) 

A musical drama with Olivia 
Colman, Paul Thornley, Nick 
Holder, Clare Burt, Michael 
Schaeffer, Nicola Sloane, Kate 
Fleetwood, Tom Hardy. Director: 
Rufus Norris. 

EVENT cinema, such as 
live screenings of theatre 
and opera productions, 
exhibitions, music concerts 
and other entertainment, has 
become increasingly popular 
and lucrative. 

The National Theatre in 
London has been at the 
forefront of this revolution, 
broadcasting more than 20 
productions by satellite since 
June 2009 including Phedre 
with Helen Mirren and 
Danny Boyle’s Frankenstein 
with Benedict Cumberbatch 
and Jonny Lee Miller. 

In a neat reversal, the 
theatre’s artistic director, 
Rufus Norris, embraces the 
cinematic medium with this 
daring screen version of the 
critically adored verbatim 
drama London Road. 

The ground-breaking stage 
work, which premiered in 
April 2011, documents the 
discovery of the bodies of 
five women in Suffolk in 2006 
in the words of residents of 
the titular Ipswich street. 

“This is what they said. 
Exactly as they said it,” 
confirms the film’s sombre 
opening credits. 

A media scrum including 
journalist Simon Newton 
(Michael Schaeffer) descends 
upon Ipswich, where locals 
are gripped by fear after the 
murders of five women, who 
all worked as prostitutes in 
the area. 

“If it had happened in 


London, no one would mind, 
cos everyone gets stabbed in 
London,” observes one of the 
locals at a Neighbourhood 
Watch meeting. 

The residents of London 
Road including bubbly 
mother Julie (Olivia Colman) 
and enigmatic neighbour 
Dodge (Paul Thornley) are 
obvious targets for TV crews 
because prostitutes continue 
to tout for business outside 
their homes. 

“He was always being 
propositioned. Poor sod,” 
confesses resident Rosemary 
(Nicola Sloane), pointing to 
her overweight husband Ron 
(Nick Holder). 

Two giggling schoolgirls 
wander around a local cafe, 
casting accusing glances at 
men and whispering, “You 
automatically think, ‘It could 
be him’.” 

A creepy taxi driver called 
Mark (Tom Hardy) is one 
possible suspect, telling 
a passenger that he has 
a fascination with serial 
killers, but that doesn’t mean 
he is one. 

When London Road resident 
Steve Wright is arrested by 
Suffolk police, battle lines 
are drawn between locals, 
invasive media and the 
working girls, represented 
on screen by Vicky (Kate 
Fleetwood). 

By expanding London Road 
from the claustrophobic 
confines of a theatre stage, 
Norris’ film lacks some of 
the tension of its original 
incarnation. 

The original 11-strong cast, 
who embodied more than 
70 characters, reprise roles 
on screen, flanked by more 
recognisable faces including

Flood Of Fire by Amitav Ghosh, 
published in hardback by John 
Murray, priced £20 (ebook £7.47) 

This tale sweeps Amitav Ghosh ma¬ 
jestically to the pinnacle of histori¬ 
cal fiction writers and completes his 
Ibis trilogy. Ghosh brings together 
the stories of three disparate 
characters and combines their fates 
with one of the defining times of 
the British Empire. 

As the futures of three great coun¬ 
tries - China, India and Great Brit¬ 
ain - clashed in the events that led 
to the capture of Hong Kong by the 
latter, so Ghosh's three main char¬ 
acters find themselves drawn into 
the line of fire. Thrown together 
on one of the vessels sailing in the 
attack that sets out from Bengal to 
China, their stories reflect one of 
history's more turbulent times. 
Ghosh has long set a standard for 
the kind of fine historical fiction 
writing that paints perfect pictures 
of what life was like for ordinary 
people as the world changed, with 


plenty for Ghosh to get his creative 
teeth into. 

The Flap py Ever Afterlife Of Rosie 
Potter (RIP) by Kate Winter is 
published in paperback by Sphere, 
priced £13.99 (ebook £1.99) 
Journalist Kate Winter's first foray 
into fiction writing is a hauntingly 
good read that announces her ar¬ 
rival with a bang. The eponymous 
heroine of the book, Rosie Potter, 
wakes up feeling the worse for 
wear. Her room trashed, unable 
to remember a thing, and getting 
the cold shoulder from her best 
friend Jenny, the only explanation 
is that she had a drink (or two) too 
many. Unfortunately, it's a bit more 
serious than that - Rosie is dead. 
And it looks like murder. She's not 
going to waste her afterlife hang¬ 
ing around: not when there's a 
crime to solve and haunting to be 
done. There have been a number of 
books with an undead heroine, but 
none quite like this one in which

Watching flocks of waders 
upon the mudflats, he experienced 
a deep sense of joy that is the start¬ 
ing point for this beautifully-written 
book. We are inherently bound to 
nature as it is to us, he argues.

As 
much as joy, it's a beautiful book 
about love, damage, and the pos¬ 
sibility of redemption.

HONDA’S mean and moody 
Black Edition Civic Tourer 
hides a dark secret. 

On the outside its strik¬ 
ing Darth Vader-style, crystal 
black pearlescent bodywork is 
matched by gloss black front and 
side skirts, black rear spoiler 
and rear bumper garnish. 

Sitting on 17-inch alloy wheels, 
also finished in gunpowder 
black, the Civic Tourer sits low 
on the road exuding an air of 
mild menace. 

But the truth is that under the 
bonnet of this five-seater is one 
of the greenest engines on the 
road. 

There are few cars which offer 
the prospect of covering more 
than 700 miles on a full tank. The 
credit for this remarkable fuel 
economy from such a spacious, 
family-friendly car is down to 
its 1.6-litre, four-cylinder, turbo¬ 
diesel engine. Delivering a maxi¬ 
mum 120 horsepower, Honda 
claims the Civic Tourer can cov¬ 
er more than 70mpg. 

In the hands of economy driv¬ 
ing experts, the Civic Tourer 
won the MPG Marathon title 
last year with 97.92mpg over 330 
miles. 

I got nowhere near those fig¬ 


ures but still enjoyed impressive 
60-plus mpg consumption in a 
mix of motorway, dual carriage¬ 
way and round-town driving. 

The specification of the Swin¬ 
don-built Civic Tourer Black 
Edition is high and ranges from 
a CD tuner with DAB, Bluetooth 
hands-free phone link and steer¬ 
ing wheel-mounted audio con¬ 
trols to electric windows, cli¬ 
mate control and USB. 

Safety systems are also top 
drawer, ranging from anti-lock 
brakes, vehicle stability assist 
and whiplash-reducing head¬ 
rests to a tyre deflation warning 
system. 


The car’s practicality is shown 
by split rear seats that can fold 
flat at the touch of a lever or 
have the seat cushion flipped up 
to lock in place against the back 
seat to open up a large carrying 
space ideal for tall objects. 

The interior space has been 
opened up by the Civic’s centre 
fuel tank layout which sees the 
tank located under the front 
seats. 

A downside is the price tag 
makes the car more expensive 
than other comparable estates. 
But if you have a passion for 
black, this Honda is perfect.

One of the most common 
additives is the sort that claims to 
clean your car's engine as you 
drive along. This type of additive is 
poured into the fuel tank and 
mixes with the petrol or diesel. 

When using this kind of product. 


you need to make sure you are 
buying the right type for your car 
as they vary depending on the 
fuel. While some of these additives 
claim to boost engine power, the 
best ones work by helping to 
remove carbon deposits and 
sludge that builds up in an engine 
during normal use. 

By using chemical cleansers, 
these deposits are softened and 
wash away as the car is used. You 
may notice some smoke from the 
exhaust pipe, but that should clear 
quickly and the engine should feel 
more lively.
